ery of Tweed to the government of the 
I'nited States by the Spanish authori- 
ties is in return for the courtesy of the 
United States in returning, ten years 
ago, a Spanish slave trader named Ar- 
guellez, who sold his cargo of slaves in 
thp interior of Cuba, having landed 
them at an obscure port, and fled to 
this country with the proceeds.

On the night of 
May 11, 18(H, Arguellez was arrested 
by the T'niteii States Marshal at .New 
York, taken on board a Spanish man- 
of war, and there surrendered, lie was 
taken to Cuba, tried sentenced and ex- 
ecuted

ed by this proceeding, declaring it to be 
a violation of the rights of asylum and 
utterly without the warrant of law. A 
democratic grand jury indicted the 
Marshal for kidnapping.
